DECLARATION  RE:  NOTICE  OF 
EX  PARTE  APPLICATION  FOR 
ORDER  SHORTENING  TIME 


FORD  GREENE  declares: 

1.  I  am  an  attorney  licensed  to  practice  law  in  the  Courts 
of  the  State  of  California  and  am  the  attorney  of  record  for 
GERALD  ARMSTRONG,  defendant  in  this  action. 

2.  On  Thursday,  February  27,  1992,  I  requested  the 
Honorable  William  H.  Stephens,  ex  parte  and  with  notice  and 
personal  opposition  by  Mr.  Wilson,  to  issue  an  order  continuing 
the  date  for  the  hearing  on  plaintiff's  order  to  show  cause  re: 
preliminary  injunction.  Judge  Stephens  stated  that  he  was  not 
willing  to  grant  a  continuance,  ex  parte,  but  was  willing  to  sign 
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an  Order  Shortening  Time  for  the  filing  of  a  motion  to  continue  so 
that  it  could  be  heard  at  the  same  time  as  the  hearing  on  the  OSC 
re:  preliminary  injunction.  At  that  time  I  withdrew  defendant  ex 
parte  application  for  a  continuance. 

3.  On  Friday,  February  28,  1992,  I  requested  the  Honorable 
William  H.  Stephens,  ex  parte  and  with  notice  and  personal 
opposition  by  Mr.  Wilson,  for  an  Order  Shortening  Time  so  that  I 
could  file  defendant's  motion  to  continue  forthwith  and  have  the 
matter  heard  in  conjunction  with  the  hearing  on  plaintiff's  OSC  re 
preliminary  injunction.  Due  to  the  fact,  however,  that  defendant 
had  disqualified  Judge  Stephens,  he  refused  to  rule  on  the  routine 
application  and  assigned  the  matter  to  the  Honorable  Michael  B. 
Duff icy  in  Department  4.  Upon  proceeding  to  Judge  Dufficy's 
chambers,  it  was  discovered  that  he  had  left  for  the  weekend. 

4.  I  have  given  notice  of  the  present  application  for  an 

order  shortening  time  for  a  motion  to  be  heard  regarding  a 
continuance  of  the  hearing  on  plaintiff's  application  for  a 
preliminary  injunction  to  Counsel  for  plaintiff  in  the  following 
manner:  By  telephone  call  to  Mr.  Wilson  March  2,  1992. 

5.  I  received  the  following  response:  Counsel  opposes  the 
application  and  will  appear  in  opposition  thereto. 

6.  Good  cause  for  a  continuance  exists,  as  further  set 
forth  in  the  motion  to  continue,  filed  herewith,  which  is 
incorporated  herein.  Briefly,  however,  plaintiff  and/or  other 
Scientology  affiliated  organizations  have  purchased  the  silence 
and  non-cooperation  of  material  witnesses  in  this  case,  including 
but  not  limited  to  those  individuals  who  were  ARMSTRONG'S 
attorneys  at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  agreement  at  issue  here, 
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and  the  other  16  individuals  who  were  signatories  in  "global" 
settlement  in  which  ARMSTRONG  executed  the  agreement  at  issue. 
Despite  requests  of  said  attorneys  and  individuals  to  provide 
information  to  ARMSTRONG,  they  have  indicated  they  will  provide  no 
information  unless  they  are  served  with  a  deposition  subpoena. 

Under  penalty  of  perjury  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
California  I  hereby  declare  that  the  foregoing  is  true  and  correct 
according  to  my  first-hand  knowledge,  except  those  matters  stated 
to  be  on  information  and  belief,  and  as  to  those  matters,  I 
believe  them  to  be  true.
